A War Heroine. 


Some months since the JOURNAL gave 


an extended account of the adventures 
of "Mother Bickerdyde," a lady who 
devoted herself to the relief of the 
Union armies during 
the rebellion. 


This famous heroine has been a resi- 
dent of Reno for two years past. J. G. 
L«mmou the botanist, met her while 
here and has written to the San Fran, 
cisco Bulletin concerning her. A book 
called "Women of the War" contains a 
chapter tolling of her exploits. Follow- 
ing is Mr. Lemmon's communication: 


EDITOR BULLETIN: While at Reno 


the other day I had the good fortune to 
meet with "Mother Bickerdyke," as 
the Union boyfi used to call her. No 
adult lover of his country needs to be 
told who this lady is, or what her event- 
ful and 
woeful history. Living 
at 


Galesburg, 111., at the time cf the 
breaking out of lite rebellion, she at 
once hastened into the field, bearing a 
commission from the Governor of her 
SJtate as Matron of Field Hospitals. 
So discriminating, careful and execu- 
tive-was she that she soon won the con- 
fidence af the general officers, who 
acquiesced in and generally assisted in 
carrying out her measures of relief. 
She was always at her post in the front, 
often exposed to direct fire, find made a 
target for rebel bullets, but was spared 
to perform much needed work all 
through the war and since. Thousands 
of soldiers came under ker immediate 
care, and, as she moved busily from 
point to point, now establishing a field 
hospital, now bringing up trains of sup- 
plies, she often came in contact with 
officers, but always to conquer and to 
carry on her humane work. 


She had a theory that for all bad 


business, delinquency, or cruelty, some 
officer was to blame. If an orderly drove 
off one of her dairy cows (of which she 
always had several hundred on hand), 
she sent a provost guard after both the 
cow and the orderly's officer. 


She once punished a drunken surgeon 


ay placing him out under a umbrella to 
sit for two hours on a pil# of garbage 
which he had allowed to accumulate. 
He was very angry, and when released, 
went down to Sherman's headquarters 
and entered complaint. "Who do you 
say, punished you?" asked the Gen- 
eral. 
"Mother Bickerdyke," replied 


the surgeon. "Ob, 
well," 
rejoined 


Sherman, with a laugh, "You had bet- 
ter resign 
and go home. 'Mother 


Bickerdyke' is always right in her 
judgment, and besides, there is no help 
for you, for she out-ranks rne." 


"Mother 
Bickerdyke," as she will 


always be called, happened at the Reno 
depot when Secretary Schurz passed 
home lately. Eagerly the grt-.it states- 
man pressed through the tlnong, and 
in loud tones called hei up to him mid 
gave her such a greeting ns few Aifl 
cun women may claim. True to her 
instincts, Mrs. Bickerdyke soon bognn 
to lecture him upon ccrtuiu duties 
which, she thinks, devolves upon him 
to perform, the while several voices 
called out trom the train: "Well, well 
There's our grand old 'Mother Bicker- 
dyke' of the army hospital, and she's 
at her old basijte^} too, of commanding 
officers!" and mch pressed forward to 
grasp her hand and claim recognition. 


Mrs. B. is now 66 years old, rather 


stout, but hearty and active as ever. 
She conies of a* long-lived family, and 
expects fifteen or twenty years of busy 
life yet. She has been foremost in es- 
tablishing hospitals and orphan asylums 
in the East, and is now engaged in im- 
proving our school system, offering 
plans so wise and simple that our legis- 
lators will do well to hear and heed.
